We’ve  watched  with  interest  the  war  of  words  being  waged  in 
the  pages  of  the  UNIVERSE  these  past  few  issues.  And  each  new 
contribution  to  the  dispute  concerning  the  expulsion  of  two  members 
of  the  student  legislative  council  leads  us  unerringly  to  one  con- 
clusion— more  than  one  of  our  student  body  “wheels”  takes  himself 
too  seriously. 

Far  be  it  for  us  to  condone  libelous  attacks  on  people’s 
reputations.  But  the  rebuffs  suffered  by  the  two  members 
of  the  legislative  groups  were  aimed  at  their  dignity  rather 
than  at  their  character.  The  article  as  written  seemed  to  me 
to  be  a verbal  spanking  of  the  men  involved,  nothing  more. 

» But  what  happened?  Some  publicity-happy  hothead  signing 
his  name  “D.  S.”  immediately  accused  the  UNIVERSE  of  “wronging 
two  student  leaders.”  The  Durham  Committee  wrote  that  the  paper 
had  “over-emphasized  a quiet  transaction  in  the  Legislative  Council.” 
The  UNIVERSE  reported  that  two  members  had  been  expelled.  We 
did  not  do  the  expelling. 

We  apologize  for  any  and  all  inaccuracies  contained  in  the 
article.  We  do  NOT  apologize  for  giving  the  incident  the  publicity 
it  got.  In  our  opinion,  it  was  a story  of  interest  to  the  student 
body.  Surely  the  Student  Legislative  Council  is  not  some  sacrosanct 
group  whose  activities  should  be  discussed  in  whispered  tones. 

Which  brings  us  back  to  our  original  point.  If  some  of 
the  student- elected  representatives  would  get  off  their  high 
horses  and  act  like  human  beings,  which  we  presume  they 
are,  the  student  government  of  Brigham  Young  University 
might  be  regarded  with  more  respect  and  with  less  indiffer- 
ence or  laughter. 

We’ve  attended  meetings  which  were  farces,  simply  because  of 
the  attitudes  of  the  members  present.  Each  difference  of  opinion 
was  regarded  as  a personal  affront,  each  topic  was  regarded  as  one 
vital  to  the  life  of  the  persons  involved. 

Though  we  may  like  to  think  so,  it  isn’t  the  students  who  run 
the  school.  So  come  off  it  men,  we  know  you  eat  three  meals  a day 
and  sleep  nights.

Years  may  come  and  years  mfcy  go,  but  bask- 
etball fans  and  especially  reporters  will  always 
remain  the  same. 

To  prove  this  you  have  only  to  turn  to  the  1916 
issues  of  the  Blue  and  White  (name  of  the  school 
paper  at  the  time)  when  the  heat  of  basketball 
season  had  everyone  excited. 

Many  of  the  accounts  of  the  games  lacked  the 
most  essential  items;  namely  the  score  of  the 
game.  About  the  only  thing  they  saw  fit  to  print 
about  the  game  was  an  ultra-dramatic  version 
of  the  contest  that  would  put  John  Barrymore  to 
shame. 

If  we  won  the  game,  we  were  nothing  short  of 
colossal,  but  if  we  lost,  we  were  the  victims  of 
circumstances  that  inevitably  won  in  every  defeat. 

We  print  the  following  accounts  of  two  games 
that  were  separated  by  only  one  week  of  time 
and  the  fact  that  one  of  them  we  won,  and  one 
of  them  we  lost: 

When  we  lost  . . . 

“Victory  in  defeat!  Never  was  it  better 
demonstrated  than  last  Friday  evening  when 
the  new  “Y”  basketball  five  stool  along-side 
the  veteran  University  of  Utah  quintette  and 
fought  them  through  a gruelling  battle  for 
forty  minutes.  We  lost,  but  we  won  the  res- 
pect and  admiration  of  every  worthy  judge 
of  the  game.  Even  the  Salt  Lake  papers, 
which  have  too  often  given  us  anything  but 
a square  deal,  did  the  “Y”  justice  in  their 
treatment  of  the  fierce  contest.  They  were  all 
enthusiastic  in  their  praises  for  the  fast  and 
beautiful  team  work  of  the  local  lads  and  all 
agreed  that  our  defeat  was  due  to  superior 
weight  and  veteran  tactics  in  the  last  part 
of  the  game. 

“When  the  little  band  of  “Y”  rooters  saw 
this  formidable  line  up,  they  shuddered,  but 
did  not  give  up  hopes.  . . 

“Playing  rings  around  their  veteran  op- 
ponents, our  fast  five  led  the  score  all  the 
way  through  and  never  less  than  three.  The 
half  ended  14  to  11  in  our  favor. 

“Something  must  have  happened  between 
halves.  The  second  period  had  hardly  started 


when  “Y”  men,  officials,  and  even  innocent 
bystanders  were  piled  in  heaps  upon  the  floor 
while  a mad  bunch  of  “U”  giants  were  tearing 
madly  down  the  field.  Such  fast  but  scientific 
wristhold  ng,  body  blocking  charging,  trip- 
ping, straight  arming  and  other  tactics  of 
modern  warfare  were  never  seen  before  upon 
a basketball  court.  . . . Not  fifty  per  cent 
of  their  baskets  were  earned  but  when  the 
smoke  of  battle  had  cleared  away  the  score 
was  seen  to  be  41  to  26  in  favor  of  Utah. 

“One  month  from  last  Saturday  we  meet 
the  “U”  on  our  own  floor,  and  with  our  own 
“sixth  man.”  We  are  going  to  win.” 

When  we  won  . . . 

“Did  we  beat  them?  Nope.  That  isnt  forceful 
enough.  To  use  a modernized  term,  we  “scoop- 
ed them.”We  knew  we  could  beat  them  al- 
right (cq)  hut  we  didn’t  know  we  could 
“scoop  ’em.” 

“The  gym  was  packed,  showing  again  that 
famous  spirit  of  enthusiasm.  At  fifteen  min- 
utes to  eight  o’clock  the  whistle  blew,  and 
instantly,  every  student  was  on  his  feet  with 
eyes  centered  on  the  entrance  way.  It  was 
but  a moment  for,  in  less  time  than  it  takes 
to  tell  it,  our  hoys  entered  with  a rush,  amid 
college  cheers  resounding  from  the  crowded 
sidelines,  circled,  like  a hawk  in  mid-air,  a- 
bout  the  floor.  And  this  same  rush  character- 
ized the  entire  game.  Their  passing  was  great 
and  some  “beauty  balls”  were  shot. 

“Railes  opponent  was  a formidable  one, 
who  occasionally  insisted  upon  some  rugby 
features,  but  “Tobey,”  equal  to  the  occasion, 
played  him  to  a finish.  Parker  played  a 
splendid  game,  but,  in  the  second  half  as  a 
result  of  a vigorous  push — perhaps  accidental 
— his  nose  was  severely  injured. 

They  (Aggies)  were  not  up  to  the  stand- 
ard at  basket  shooting,  and  in  their  endeavors 
to  keep  up  the  lively  pace,  were  constantly 
fouling  which  did  not  escape  the  eye  of  the 
referee.  This  counted  heavily  against  them 
for  out  of  the  thirteen  fouls  our  champion 
Simmons  scored  eight.”

The  five  stories  and  site  of  the  observatory  on  top  of  the  fifth  story  or  pent- 
house is  shown.  The  entrance,  to  left,  will  enter  on  the  second  or  main  floor. 


LiUUlUKE  KUOM  construction  as  evidenced  in  this  October  picture  is  very 
remarkable.  Based  on  the  Northwestern  University  plan  this  photo  shows 
the  three  rooms  of  the  Physics  department.  The  columns  mark  the  partitions 
for  the  three  rooms.  The  tiers  slope  down  to  the  professor’s  experiment  prep- 
aration room.  Structure  is  similar  to  medical  lecture  rooms  seen  in  movies. 
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taken  last  October,  shows  the  intricate  structure  of  these  unique  steps  which 
seem  to  be  suspended  in  mid-air  by  absolutely  nothing.  The  secret  of  this 
construction  as  shown  by  the  photo  is  a combination  of  structural  steel  and 
cement  which  is  skillfully  united  in  such  a way  that  they  stand  without  the 
aid  of  any  other  support.  The  cantilever  stairs  are  located  in  the  front  lobby. 


FACING  WEST — The  front  view,  showing  the  state  of  construction  up  to  last 
November,  clearly  photographs  the  completed  cantilever  stairs,  the  position 
of  the  front  doors  in  the  middle  and  the  penthouse  on  top.  The  complete  front 
with  the  exception  of  the  doors  is  to  be  plate  glass.  The  lobby  is  just  inside.

Science  building  lists  fall  debut; 
optic  lab.  X-ray  among  additions

“Has  more  floor  space  than  the  Joseph  Smith  building,  Brimhall  building, 
library  and  Maeser  buildings  combined,”  so  stated  President  Christen  Jensen  of 
the  new  Science  building  in  a recent  faculty  meeting. 

This  phenomenal  statement  is  just  one  of  the  many  interesting  facts  about 
the  now  familiar  structure,  reputed  to  be  one  of  the  most  modern  and  complete 
scientific  educational  institutions  in  the  West. 

According  to  Dfean  Carl  Eyring,  head  of  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and 
chief  booster  and  policy  maker  of  the  new  building,  actual  classes  may  be  held 
during  the  summer  quarter.  The  building  is  now  complete  enough  in  many  respects 
to  hold  classes  but  so  that  the  remaining  work  can  progress  as  fast  as  possible 
it  is  advisable  to  wait  until  summer  for  the  complete  change-over  from  the 
Education  building,  Doctor  Eyring  reported.  Full  scale  classes  will  begin  autumn 
quarter. 

Divided  into  three  mbjor  sections  the  new  construction  will  house  three  de- 
partments; chemistry,  physics-mathematics,  and  geology-geography  and  will  have 
over  50  offices  and  a like  number  of  classrooms  or  laboratories  which  might  be 
used  for  small  classes. 

The  three  sections  are  each  centrally  located  in  a square.  Each  square  is 
divided  into  three  classrooms,  one  large  one  holding  from  160-180  students  and 
two  small  ones  constructed  to  hold  60  students. 

lecture  rooms 

The  remarkable  thing  about  these  class  or 
lecture  rooms  is  that  they  are  not  like  the  general 
classroom  found  in  the  other  buildings.  These 
lecture  rooms  were  built  on  the  Northwestern 
University  plan.  Constructed  with  tiers  of  desks  on 
floors  which  slope  down  to  the  professor’s  desk 
in  one  corner,  the  rooms  remind  one  of  the  op- 
erating rooms  seen  in  movies  in  which  medical 
students  watch  the  operation  from  seats  above. 

Students  enter  from  the  upper  portion  of  the 
room  on  the  second  floor  and  the  professor  lectures 
from  his  desk  on  the  first  floor.  The  rooms  will 
have  built  in  projection  booths  for  both  movie 
and  slides.  The  slides  will  be  shifted  by  apparatus 
on  the  professor’s  desk. 

major  additions 

The  new  building,  in  which  one  may  easily  get 
lost  as  this  scribe  readily  attests,  has  many  innov- 
ations which  are  new  to  the  BYU  campus.  Fol- 
lowing are  just  a few  of  the  major  additions. 

An  X-ray  room  for  advanced  experimentation 
on  x-ray  cause  and  effect  is  being  constructed  as 
are  two  acoustic  chambers,  one  large  and  one 
small  for  graduate  work  in  sound.  In  order  to  get 
maximum  results  the  large  accoustic  chamber  was 
constructed  separate  from  the  entire  building  and 
has  footings  of  its  own. 

A laboratory  has  been  set  aside  for  advanced 
research  in  optics  and  optical  science. 

earthquake  reporter 

A seismograph  for  the  measuring  of  the  earth’s 
movements  and  particularly  earthquakes  will  be 
installed  in  the  Science  building.  It  will  have 
the  distinction  of  being  the  first  one  on  the  Y 
campus.  Advance  notice  of  any  unusual  movement 
or  slipping  of  the  earth  will  be  reported  promptly 
and  precisely  by  the  Geology  department. 

Already  noticed  by  most  students  is  the  pent- 
house on  the  fifth  floor  and  the  observatory  which 
is  immediately  on  top  of  the  penthouse.  It  will 
.house  the  large  telescope  for  use  by  astronomy 
students. 

Of  interest  to  graduate  students  are  the  study 
halls  or  cubicles  found  on  the  second  floor. 

new  photo  courses 

The  photography  department  Will  be  greatly 
enlarged  with  their  facilities  in  the  new  buildings. 

Banyan  pictures  will  be  taken  and  processed  in 
the  new,  modern  studios  with  up  to  date  lighting. 

New  photography  courses  are  being  planned 
for  utilization  in  the  fully  equipped  darkrooms. 

Especially  interesting  to  chemistry  students  is 
the  distilled  water  which  is  distributed  from  a 
central  plant  to  every  lab  in  the  building  which 
needs  it.  The  amazing  fact  is  that  pure  tin 
pipe  was  bought  front  the  Navy  at  the  (rock- 
bottom)  price  of  one  dollar  a foot. 

wait  and  see 

There  are  many  more  startling  and  unique 
features  in  this  latest  addition  to  Brigham  Young 
University.  But  to  reveal  them  all  here  would 
spoil  the  enjoyment  that  thousands  of  Y students 
are  going  to  receive  next  fall.
